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Sir: 

By Office Action dated September 15. 2003 . the above-referenced application 
has been made subject to a requirement to restrict. The Examiner has taken the 
position that claims 1-13 (Invention I) are drawn to a method for changing the 
orientation of fibers in a nonwoven web, classified in class 28, subclass 104. Claim 
14 (Invention II) is said to be drawn to a jet strip classified in Class 28, subclass 104. 

Applicant elects Invention I with traverse. The Examiner suggests that the 
apparatus can be used to hydroentangle a woven or knit material. That would not 
qualify as a materially different process from Invention I because both situations use 
needles of water to accomplish an end result. 

Response to Election of Species Requirement 

With Invention I elected above, the Examiner deems the following as patently 
distinct species: 

I. Figs. 2-2B. 

II. Figs. 3-4. 

III. Figs. 5-6. 
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Applicant elects Group III with claims 2-7 readable thereon.
